‘The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington (RHCW) wants to 
help those who receive periodic 
shots but who don’t enjoy 
traveling into Boston for the 
treatment. 

If there is a demonstrated 
need, the RHCW will offer an 
allergy clinic for area residents 
as a community service. 

Residents who would like an 
allergy clinic established at the 
RHCW are asked to call the 
health center's main swit- 
chboard at 657-3910, 6 to 8 p.m. 
and indicate their interest. 


Suggestions for times for the 
clinic are also welcome. 
Deadline for calling is May 1. 

The allergy clinic would be 
supervised by a registered nurse 
who would be available to ad- 
minister injections on a regular 
basis. 

It is likely that the clinic would 
be conducted once a week in the 
late afternoon or early evening.

Article 36 is a ‘stinger’ 


Article 36.in the Wilmington Annual Town Meeting, which starts on April 27, is an article 


with a stingers 


The proponents of the article seek to do away with PRD zoning, for Planned Residential 


Developments. 


Voting out that zoning bylaw in April might be easy, but what may happen after that will be 
the opposite. The action can be compared to that of 1919, when this country voted out alcohol, 
by voting for prohibition. Prohibition didn't work. Voting out that bylaw can be equally bad, 


for Wilmington. 


The town could find itself in a serious condition. 

The town could lose all right to receive any state development assistance. It could also lose 
the right to receive favorable assistance from the state when federal grants are being sought 

Housing is a problem in Massachusetts. Public housing, in some localities is a blight which 
is too frequently shown in the newspapers or on television. The reaction of the public is not 
pleasant. There are residents of Wilmington who will do almost anything to keep public hous- 


ing away from their homes. 


A few years ago some of Wilmington’s residents were engaged in what was almost a public 
brawl, because they did not like certain aspects of public housing. For them it was unplea: 
sant. For town officials it was also unpleasant. 

There are laws, and there are regulations in Massachusetts today which impose restric 
tions and order construction of certain types of housing. To not pay attention to those laws, or 
regulations, is to court difficulty 

One of those difficulties could be an imposition of the Snob Zoning Law. It can happen, if 
rash and inconsiderate acts and votes are undertaken 

The members of the Wilmington Planning Board, about three years ago, undertook a 
serious study of land use and zoning. The study was not because of the threats, but rather to 
promote the best use of land in Wilmington. 

There were stories, and there were pictures in the paper. The study took a long time. As 
many as two and three dozen persons participated in the discussions, in any particular even- 


ing. 


The result was a revised zoning bylaw which was (1) longer and more technical (2) consis- 
tent with the land use decisions of the courts and Commonwealth. Among other things, it 
allowed for the use of “hammerhead” lots, so-called. More homes could be along a certain 
street, and parents could provide a homesite for children by using back land 

Hammerhead lots were one of several improvements, which set better standards for land 


use. 


Another concept which was studied was that of condominiums. This type of zoning is called 
Planned Residential Districts (PRD) 

The PRD zoning which evolved from these studies is just about the strictest in 
Massachusetts. It permits limited use of single family attached dwellings with no more than 
six dwelling units to a building. There would be no more than three units per acre, and at 
least one half of the area involved must be open space, in common use 

Gone would be the subdivisions of the past half century, where homes were arranged like 
checkerboards. Instead there could be a small castle in, possibly, woodland, owned by four or 
six families. Like the homes they replace, they would be privately, not publicly owned. And, 
unlike the homes they replace, there would be no more than two bedrooms to a living unit. 
That means, not four or five cars, but probably two 

Automobile congestion is a paramount problem, today. Condominiums, as planned in 
Wilmington, will not add to that congestion

something called Executive Order 215; 


215 spells out the problems. When one community excludes housing growth, 215 observes, 
that community places an unreasonable burden on the others. It hurts the Commonwealth as 


a whole. 


It is for this reason that the rule was set 
Communities in Massachusetts which routinely exclude housing growth can no longer ex- 


pect to receive state development as 


tance, nor can they receive favorable comments on 


any applications made to the federal government 

The Commonwealth is not dictating local policies. But the Commonwealth does have a 
responsibility, in its decisions to allocate state funds. At a time when housing is in short supp- 
ly, the state does not intend to reward those places where no effort is being made to alleviate 


the housing shortage. 


The state, under 215, looks askance at large lot zoning, subdivision regulations which dic 
tate standards far in excess of what is needed, zoning which does not permit any multi-family 
housing, and refusals to grant permits for multi-family housing, . 

There is more to the regulations. 

The Wilmington Planning Board members understand the situation. They have planned a 
diversity of housing types, which can be allowed by town meeting vote. That is the key. 

That is a fair way to do things. Just to declare prohibition, and think all the problems have 


been solved is a blind attitude. 


If the town meeting so acts, toward Article 36, it can pretend it is Volstead. But Article 36, 
in the long run, will be a stinger.

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Ten more credits for graduation

After intense discussion over 
several weeks, school com- 
mittee members last Wed- 
nesday approved a plan 
requiring 120 credits for high 
school graduation. This plan 
would immediately affect the 
Class of 1988 and be instituted 
next September, 

.Most of the cregits will be 
taken in the five ba: bjects - 
English, math, ‘social studies, 
natural science, and a foreign 
language. College bound 
students would be free to take 17 
credits in electives while the 
non-college bound would be able 
to take 12 credits in electives 
over a four year period. 

The change from 110 to 120 
credits is the result of a study by 
the Action for Excellence Task 
Force last year and a sub- 


sequent recommendation by 
WHS Principal Paul Fleming 
and a special administrative 
group. 

In urging approval of the plan, 
Dr. Carol Sager said that now is 
the time to go forward with a 
challenging curriculum. If 
approved, she said, it could be 
reviewed from time to time to 
make sure it is working out. 


Fleming pointed out that, in 
the past, choosing courses had 
encouraged a ‘‘supermarket 
mentality."’ “I think the 
youngsters déServe this kind of a 
program,” he said, adding that 
such a program would respect 
the four different ability levels 
at Wilmington High. 

Though he had several 
questions, one of the program’s 
strongest backers was com-

WHS principal granted tenure 

Ina rare move, Principal Paul 
Fleming was granted tenure by 
a three to one vote of the school 
committee last Wednesday after 
less than a year at the helm of 
Wilmington High School. The 
normal adjustment period is 
usually three years before 
tenure is conferred on a teacher 
or administrator. 

Superintendent Dr. Carol 
Sager, in recommending tenure, 
pointed to Fleming's stabilizing 
influence in the high school in a 
short period of time. 

Though all members present 
believed Fleming deserved 
early tenure and believed that 
such action was a vote of con- 
fidence in his ability, Chairman 
Bridget Zukas took exception 
and was the only member to 


vote against the recom- 
mendation. 
Though Fleming has 


concerned with the business 
student and discrimination 
against the “high level” student. 

‘Though she agreed standards 
must be raised, she couldn't 
understand why the business 
student would have to take such 
“heavy” courses. 

And she felt the high level 
student shouldn't be penalized 
for taking equivalent courses 
such as high school algebra and 
a foreign language in eighth 
grade and be forced to take 
them over again for credit. That 
student should be able to put 
those extra credits toward 
something he'd like to pursue in 
another area, she said. 

Both McMenimen and Bob 
Peterson liked the idea of one 
year of community service as 
part of the curriculum. Peterson 
said that every student should 
be required to perform some 
sort of community service, be it 
candy striping, volunteer work 
at Deming Way or the Regional 
Health Center, or something 
else. 

Peterson also wanted to know, 
in an earlier meeting, why the 
required course in computers 
was dropped. Fleming replied 
that they didn’t have enough 
computers for each pupil to use 
in a “meaningful fashion." 
However, a computer room will 
be available to all students and 
elective computer courses 
would be offered. 

After expending all that 
money, said Phil Fenton at the 
March 13 meeting, computer 
education should be part of the 
required program.

Eating disorders program 
at Regional Health Center 


A program on ‘“Un- 
derstanding Eating Disorders” 
will be held on Monday, April 29 
from 7 to 9:30 p.m. at the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington; featuring Jane 
Appell, Ph.D., family counselor; 
David S. Salomon, M.D., 
adolescent medicine specialist; 
Kathy Meskunas, M.S. _in- 
dividual therapist; and Elvira 
Q. Johnson, R.D., M.S., nutrition 
services coordinator. They will 
discuss anorexia nervosa, 
bulimia and compulsive 
overeating including symptoms, 
causes and treatments. 

Anogexia is the medical and 
psychdogical condition of self- 
starvation. Singer Karen 
Carpenter's death is linked to 
the disorder and Cherry Boone 
O'Neill, daughter of singer Pat 
Boone, has recovered from the 
eating disorder. There is 
treatment available for 
anorexics and bulimics, those 
who suffer from binge, purge, 
vomit syndrome. According to 
an Anorexia Aid Society official, 
these disorders are “ways for 
females (predominantly) to 
handle an apparently inherent 
obsession with food and shape."” 

Recent reports indigate about 
280,000 women between the ages 
of 12 and 25 suffer from anorexia 
in the United States. Death may 
come from this form of 
malnourishment; or lead to 
irregular heartbeats, which can 
lead to heart failure. These 
victims are often depressed and 
therefore are more prone to 
suicide. Eating disorders are 
serious illnesses which affect 
the entire family

Board rules officer's condition. 
related to prior occupational 


. Tewksbury Police Officer 
Donald Ryan Tuesday won his 
bid. to gain occupational injury 
Status for a medical condition 
that doctors say is an unforseen 
outgrowth of an injury he 
sustained while on duty in 1981 
Ryan developed a calcium 
deposit in his elbow recently, the 
appearance of which doctors 
attribute to injuries he received 
when he was involved in an 
accident while operating a 


police cruiser. 
The decision essentially 
means Ryan will receive 


‘microsurgery treatment for the 
‘condition at the town’s expense 
and will receive occupational 
‘sick time pay for any work time 
ost while recovering. Oc- 
jcupational sick time pay does 
not reduce the amount of 
regular sick time each officer is 
‘entitled to under the terms of the 
[union contract. 

+ The decision came on a 4-1 
‘vote with Selectman Bill 
{Hallisey opposed. Saying he was 
mot opposed to granting oc- 
cupational injury status to

Ryan, Hallisey said the town 
should pick up the tab only if 
Ryan could show that a cash 


settlement Ryan made with the, 


insurance company of the other 
driver had been eaten up by 
subsequent medical bills related 
to the accident. 

Other selectmen, however, 
said the condition is directly 
related to Ryan's previous 
occupational injury and that 
Ryan should be entitled to the 
benefits. Ryan's settlement 
should have no bearing on the 
board's decision, they said while 
adding the town is responsible to 
care for its employees injured 
on the job. 

Under a recent law, the town 
can file what is known as a third 
party suit in an effort to recover 
any funds the town had to pay 
for medical care or sick time 
wages to an employee injured in 
an accident. The town did file a 
third party suit in Ryan's case 
and recovered what it had to pay 
for Ryan’s initial medical care 
and occupational sick time 
wages.

Ryan appeared before 
selectmen Tuesday in a union 
grievance hearing. He had filed 
to have his calcium deposit 
declared an occupational injury, 
but Police Chief John Sullivan 
looked unfavorably on the 
request, prompting Ryan to take 
the case to the selectmen who 
act as police commissioners 

Chief Sullivan said he wasn't 
sure that Ryan's latest elbow 
injury was related to an injury 
suffered on duty or to the initial 
injury. Ryan had done nothing 
on the job to aggravate his 


previous condition, Chief 
Sullivan said 
However, Selectman Paul 


Sullivan, the chief's nephew, 
cited medical reports when 
saying he felt the condition is 
something caused by the initial 
injury that was an unforeseen 
side effect. 

The question in the case ap- 
parently revolves around the 
Mass General Law Chapter 41 
Section 111F. Ryan, on advice of 
his lawyer who was not present. 
said that section provides the 
town cover the cost for treating 
an occupationally related in: 
jury. 

But, Town Counsel Charles 
Zaroulis said that the section 
may also provide that the funds 
from any settlement reached 
between the injured party and 
the insurance company be 
exhausted before the town is 
required to pick up the tab for 
medical bills and lost wages 

Selectman Sullivan said that 
question could come into play if 
the employee did not come back 
to work. Ryan did come back to 
work and showed good faith, he 
said. 

“There is a sum of money 
Officer Ryan has received for 
that injury. If he can show us 
that he has used that sum of 
money related to the injury and 
that the money has expired, I 
would then be willing to assume 
the costs to the community for 
repairing Officer Ryan's 


injury 
elbow,” said Hallisey 

“If Mr. Ryan had stayed out 
and asked to have an additional 
operation while still out on oc- 
cupational, I would agree. But, 
he's gone back to work. He's 
shown good faith. He's shown 
that he wants to work and“earn 
the money he earns as a police 
officer,”’ Selectman Sullivan 
said. 

Newly elected Selectman 
Chairman Tom Girard agreed 
Ryan showed good faith by 
returning to work as soon as 
possible after the initial injury 
and added that he feared if the 
board rejected the case other 
employees would stay out on 
occupational injury longer than 
needed to see if they suffer 
relapses or other side effects 
related to their injury. The 
current condition is related to 
the previous injury, he said, and 
the town has a responsibility to 
provide care for its employees 
who suffer occupational in 
juries 

Ryan said he wants to return 
to work after having the 
microsurgery which his doctor 
said will take between four to six 
weeks to recover from .

Sparse turnout for Tewksbury 
school budget hearing 


by Elaine DePasqual 

The Tewksbury School 
Committee presented their 
fiscal 1986 budget to a sparse 
audience at a public hearing at 
the Dewing School last week. 

Aside from some objections to 
the concept of town-paid busing 
to private schools, it drew little 
reaction. 

The proposed $12.3 million 
budget, a 6.9 per cent increase 
over last year, was displayed on 
closed circuit t.v. and explained 
by Assistant Superintendent for 
Business John Ryan. 

“IT can remember in previous 
years, we had three or four 
hundred people in this hall,” 
remarked a surprised Lou 
Carciofi, chairman of the school 
committee. 

Ryan passed out five-page 
budget summaries to members 
of the audience that showed a 
$9.3 million salary budget up 
$595,109 or 6.8 per cent; a $2.9 
million operating budget up 
$204,353 or 7.5 per cent; and a 
$39,629 capital outlay budget 
which Ryan calls “basically 
level funded” since the increase 
in that category was a mere $79. 

According to Ryan, the salary 
budget increase is due in part to 
the fact that all contracts are up 
for renegotiation this year. 

“A sum of money is reflected 
in the budget to take care of 
what the school committee feels 
will be settlements in these 
collective bargaining areas,’’ he 
said 

Major increases in the 
operating budget, as indicated 
in the summary, include a 
$72,770 jump: in’ ‘the cost of 
transportation and a $42,510 rise 
in the out of district tuitions, 
most of which are for students 
served under Chapter 766. 

Next year, Ryan said, an 
additional rqute will be added to 
St, Augustine's School, at a cost 
of $10,800 a year, making a total 
of three to. serve the ap- 
proximately 102 Tewksbury 
students who attend there. 

Also, a shuttle bus to serve 
special needs students tran- 
sported between the Shawsheen 
and Dewing Schools will be 
added at a cost of $18,900 a year, 
he said. 

The cost for busing children 


with special needs to out of 
district schools will decrease 
this year, however, Ryan said, 
due to a new cooperative bidding 
system with Andover and 
Billerica. 

A contract recently -signed 
with NEES Energy, he said, will 
be responsible for “allowing us 
to level fund our gas and oil 
budget.” 

According to Ryan, the con- 
tract enables NEES to take over 
the school department's energy 
management. Half of the 
savings NEES creates will go to 
the school department and the 
other half to NEES, Ryan said. 

“Itinvolves a great number of 
capital improvements at their 
cost and during the first year the 
school department is guaran- 
teed a minimum savings of 
$28,572," Ryan said. 

Tewksbury parent Pat 
Tackach applauded the gym- 
nastics program for fifth and 
sixth grade students and asked 
if something along these lines 
could be done for high school 
and junior high school students. 

“There is something that 
sticks in my craw,” she said 
later, however. 

“Have you explored maybe 
sharing the costs of busing with 
private school parents," she 
asked. “I don’t think’ many 
towns pick up the total cost.” 

According to Ryan, the school 
committee has never explored 
that option. 

“It has been my experience 
that it is the overwhelming wish 
of the town to have this type of 
transportation,” he said. “I 
have seen three or four hundred 
people in this very hall who want 
this and I have never heard any 
loud, vocal opposition to it.” 

Takach asked if the com- 
mittee were not “alarmed” at 
the number of students who 
choose private schools over 
Tewksbury schools 

“Tt never used to be this way,”” 
she said. 

“Whenever we had hearings 
and were questioned about that 
aspect of the transportation 
budget, private school parents 
were here and at town meeting 
to vote in favor of it,’ said Dr 
Carol Wareing, a school com- 
mittee member. 


According to Ryan, busing to 
Public schools costs the town 
$569,300 annually while busing to 
private schools costs $247,320 
annually. . aoa 

Private school ‘busing was the 
unspoken reason the fincom did 
not give initial approval to last 
year’s school budget at town 
meeting, Fincom Alan Port said 
at an earlier hearing.

Ray started looking into other 
Dptions. Being a tennis af- 
ficianado and attracted to the

parade at 2 a.m.? 


It is probably ‘the least- 
watched parade in the Com- 
monwealth on Patriot's Day 
Other than the marchers and 
their families, probably one or 
two people show up. 

But then, who ever goes to a 
parade at 2 a.m.” 

The parade, of course, is that 
of the Wilmington Minutemen 
setting off for Concord 

The Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen is .a__ local 
organization, active for the past 
20 years, which commemorates 
those Wilmington farmers who 
turned out to fight the British on 
April 19, 1775, The Minutemen 
hold a number of activities, such 
asa military ball, and a Liberty 
Pole ceremony. The group also 


participates in parades and 
musters. 
Most members of the 


Wilmington Minutemen own 
flintlock muskets, tri-corn hats 
and pewter mugs — the latter 
used for exercising the right 
arm. 

But of all their activities, the 
most ambitious is the march to 
Concord on Patriot's Day 
morning. The night begins at the 
Coolberth home on Church 
Street, where a breakfast is 
served shortly after midnight 
The fare usually includes corn 
bread, scrambled — eggs, 
sausage, baked beans, and grog. 
a hot rum drink 

The company then forms up 
on Wilmington Common to begin 
the march. And although there 
are few spectators, there are 
probably some neighbors aware 
of the activities, awakened by 


drum rolls and musket fire. 

Bob Tadgell of Chapman Rd, 
in North Wilmington reported 
hearing the drums as the 
Minutemen set off on their 
march at 2 a.m. 

After marching the length of 
Church Street, the company 
then halts in the driveway of 
Sweetheart Plastics. At this 
point, those who are marching 
the 16 miles to Concord continue. 
Most of the company, , though, 
goes home to bed, or back to 
Coolberth's to await the call to 
arms at Lexington Green, where 
they serve as pickets. 

Jett Coville of Powder House 
Circle has made the trip 18 times 
without missing one since the 
company started the walk in 
1967. 

The activities of the day are 
not finished, however. Members 
of the company also participate 
in the re-enactment of the battle 
at Lexington Green at 6 a.m., a 
memorial exercise at the Old 
North Bridge in Concord at 7, 


and a parade in Arlington, 
assembling at 9 a.m. For the 
most hearly there is another 


parade in Lexington that af 
ternoon. Not all members of the 
company participate in all 
events, though 

The weekend was a busy one 
for the local Minutemen. On 
Saturday, they participated in a 
Liberty Pole ceremony in 
Bedford and a parade to 
Meriam’s Corner in Concord.

Planning Board hears 
DeCarolis’ PRD proposal 


by Arlene Surprenan 
Well over 100 Wilmington 
residents turned out in force 


Board public hearing, primarily 
to voice their concern over a 
condominium proposal. 

Article 38 on the annual town 
meeting warrant, if passed, 
would allow builder James 
DeCarolis a chance to rezone his 
property to PRD and build a 98 
unit condominium development 
called Charles Place off 
Burlington Avenue. All units 
would be built on uplands, 
leaving wetlands and natural 
wooded areas open, according to 
the project's civil engineer, 
Steve Stapinski. 

S intages to the town, 


Cedar Street at DeCarolis’ own 


expense. 

A two access horseshoe 
shaped road would hook around 
the development from 
Burlington Avenue and a 
possible swimming pool and 
recreation building could be 
built at a later date, he said. 

If the town doesn't go along 
with the zoning change, 
DeCarolis would have the option 
of developing at least 50 single 
family homes on that site, which 
is currently zoned for half-acre 
lots. 

When asked by Planning 
Board Member Carole Hamilton 
why they should go along with 
this condo proposal when one 
has already been voted down by 
the town meeting, Stapinski 
gave several reasons. 

This proposal, he said, is the 
best use of that land. It won't 
require disturbance to wetlands, 
while a conventional subdivision 
would necessitate massive 
vegetation removal. 

“Tt will not tax the capacity of 
the roadway (Burlington 
Avenue),"’ he added. 

DeCarolis, himself, defended 
his decision to keep the article 
on the warrant, even though 
well-meaning friends, he said, 
have asked him to withdraw it 

A builder of 40 years ex- 
perience, DeCarolis said his 
proposal has ‘‘many pluses.” 
Since he's spent $20,000 already, 
he said, he may as well go ahead 
with it

“If you want to make the 
mistake of rejecting it (the 


mistake,” he told his audience, 
adding that he would “come out 
ahead" financially by putting 
homes on that site. - 

Both State Representative 
James Miceli and Conservation 
Chairman Chester Bruce 
pointed out that that parcel of 
land was “probably the worst 
area" to build on as it's 
primarily wetlands. In 1976, it 
was brought before town 
meeting to see if residents would 
turn it over for conservation use, 
but the proposal lost by a 
“handful” of votes. 

Miceli, who lives on nearby 
Webber Street, explained with 
the aid of several recent photos 
he brought to the hearing that 
this is “clearly a very wet 
area,” 

“If you dig down, you're going 
to get Lake Winnipesaukee," he 
said, to loud applause. 

Bruce said that though he had 
no formal complaint on that site 
and the proposal hadn't come 
before his board yet, he had seen 
water there, though he needed 
elevations to verify the extent 

Besides a concern over 
wetlands, residents were loud in 
their traffic concerns. 

Al Cuoco pointed out that this 
was "‘the most congested spot in 
town to put anything.” 


Not only that, said Mary 
Keough of Burlington Avenue, 
but that road contains a 


dangerous curve which has been 
the cause of numerous ac- 
cidents, 

Miceli stressed that with 
traffic backed up at the 
Burlington Avenue bridge, the 
proposal would aggravate some 
already “very serious” traffic 
problems in Wilmington 

Dan Gillis expressed several 
concerns, but one not previously 
brought up was the fact that 
couples just starting out who 
may want to stay in Wilmington 
wouldn't be able to afford the 
condo units which he said would 
be in the $150,000 to $200,000 


range 
A sense of community and 
“lack of transients’ brought 


former New York City resident 
Mario Alosco to Wilmington 
and, as far as he could tell, 
DeCarolis’ proposal wouldn't 
bring any “long term benefits,’* 
he said, to the town. The 
development seemed to be a unit 


unto itself and would not really 
be a part of town, so why does 
Wilmington need it? he asked. 
~ Article 37, to rezone 64 acres 
of land on the borderline of West 
Street_and Industrial Way from 
Residence 20 to General In- 
dustry zoning, would pave the 
way for an office building to 
replace two existing buildings to 
be displaced by the relocation of 
West Street. 

Since that parcel is zoned half 
residential and half industrial, 
said Attorney Joseph Courtney 
who spoke for the article, and 
can't be used effectively either 
way, this change in zoning would 
correct that situation. 

Several abutters spoke 
against any more industry and 
the ensuing noise it would 
create. 

Paul Jefferson of Woburn 
Street said that with “industry 
thrown at us left and right,” 
residents need to prevent it from 
“creeping in on us." 

“How far away are you from 
this land...” asked Courtney. 

“Not far enough,’ was Jef- 
ferson's quick reply 

Explaining that many citizens 
are “fed up" with PRD zoning, 
petitioner Bob Fasulo of Broad 
Street sought, through Article 
36, to delete the PRD District 
from the zoning by-laws. 

His main reason for placing 
the article before the voters was 
to see if Wilmington still wants 
it. Also, Fasulo, added, we have 
to make this an issue of the 
whole town, not just one area 

Planning Board Chairman 
Tony Gentile agreed the PRD 
issue is ‘‘a hot item, no question 
about it."’ But the present by-law 
has many restrictions which 
would forestall condominiums 
from cropping up all over town, 
he said. As former chairman of 
the by-law committee that 
created this law, said Gentile, he 
would hate to see .""the whole 
section" wiped out because then 
Wilmington would have no 
alternate housing option. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
also defended PRD, saying that 
deleting the zoning would have

being developed for use by sit- 
| skiers. Called the mono-ski, this 
invention -has a seat bucket 
mounted on a frame over a

strapped to a metal frame in the 
front. The mono-skier then skis 
on that one ski, using short 
| outriggers on the arms to help 
maintain balance. Outriggers 
are metal arm crutches with ski 
tips, usually used by amputees. 

While the mono-ski is-much 
| more challenging than the sit- 
ski, it is also faster and more 
maneuverable, having less 
surface resistance. Axelson’s 
firm was testing its design at 
Breckenridge during the 
championships, offering a ride 
on the mono-ski prototype to 
persons who would complete an 
evaluation form 

While the mono-ski was 
| conceived as a device for hand 
| capped persons, it has also been 
| a hit with able-bodied skiers who 
| have tried it. Axelson has signed 
an agreement with Intex, a 
| Texas firm, to market his design 
| to the general public 

One non-commercial mono-ski 
at the championships was a 
custom model made by Chad 
Colley, national commander of 
the Disabled American 
Veterans. A triple amputee, 
Colley had a cast made of his 
lower torso, and then had a 
fiberglass bucket made, which 
he mounted on a large leaf 
spring on a ski. He says he will 
never go back toa sit-ski

Do you need a vacation? We

Her ex- 
posure to normalized vacation 
opportunities is limited to at- 
tractive scenes in a magazine or 
on a postcard. Georgia has 
never had a vacation because 
her social security income is on- 
ly enough to pay for her daily 
care 

“For every one of the over 
1,000 guests who enjoyed a 
vacation with us last year,” 
Topolski said, “‘there is at least 
one other person like Georgia 
who would like to come but can’t 
because he or she does not have 
thé money." CCSV is organizing 
a fundraising campaign to raise 
scholarship money for these 
people, Suzan Cote, who is coor- 
dinating CCSV’s campaign, 
noted that a $250 donation will 
provide a week at CCSV staffed 
guesthouse with a full schedule 
of typical Cape summer activi- 
ties.
